The dram has been compiled in a painful and tough time that many would say- 
it IS not necessary here, or if I mentioned, it would be a waste of time for the 
readers I offer residing as an example the view and demands of some who 
watched the drama through their videos in Kabul and of those residing in 
Nangarhar environs: 

Sayed Mohammad form Baru town of Nangarhar who got this drama and 
watched it with video at his village, told us about the dram: the drama is very 
beautiful and we would like to ask Turab sahib and AABRAR organization to 
continue such initiatives and write such interesting and informative dramas 
and to assist in rebuilding and rehabilitation of this ruined/ destroyed country 
as well as society on the other. 
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new constitution will be prepared. ' So, 
Karzai sahib assigned a commission to 
do so, I don't want to explain how much 
authority the commission had, but 
would like to say that they were unable 
to show it to people. It may probably 
have many week contents. It was also 
decided in Bunn that first Kabul then 
all over Afghanistan be disarmed, but 
unfortunately, that didn't happen. Until 
the gun is in the land of people, I don't 
think if even the Loya Jerga approve the 
constitution, it can be applied. 
After the fall of Taliban, people have had 
many expectations, but everything left 
undone. While much assistance 
received from various sources, and still 
flowing, in your opinion, where lie 
shortages? 

A: In my opinion, non- accomplishment 
of Bunn decision is the main cause of 
shortages. If Bunn decision had been 
applied properly, specific tasks given to 
eligible and qualified persons, and the 
assistance managed soundly, would 
definitely lead to great positive changes 
in the life of people. 

But unfortunately, as yet, no public 
utility project that could solve the 
problems, has not been established, 
testing of the people of Afghanistan 
depending on NGOs. Unless this fate is 
not delegated to an elected government, 
development is impossible. 

Q: We can see the sovemment of Taliban 

completely devastated. But a mystic 

uncertainly spread all over the country. In 

your opinion^ how Ions this situation would 

exist? 

A: I don't think the Taliban movement 
has been considered. No movement dies 
out. We have seen communists 
movement operated again. Taliban are 
also offspring of this country, no one 
can expel them from this country. They 
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should be given a share in politics. It is 
better to have political rival rather than 
armed foe. In this case certainty of 
people would be achieved. Fightings 
would decrease, people would enjoy 
tranquility. Should tray effective 
political facilities and political 
movements become, for future skeleton. 
Q: Formation task for national army is very 
low. If we surely desire national unity^ 
won^t that by better to attract former 
officers and train new ones? 
A: National army is as backbone for 
Afghanistan, if a country lacks a 
national army, its boundaries would 
always be endangered. According to 
Bunn agreement, pressure be pressed 
on national army to form a non- 
political army. National army shouldn't 
be utilized for interior disputes and 
wars, because this action was once 
examined. National army should consist 
of all tribes without any differences, and 
those officers who are real officers, be 
called again to begin a real army 
training. Without any doubt, 
Mujaheddin and the people of 
Afghanistan incurred and suffered 
tremendous sacrifices. In my opinion 
this honor is sufficient for them and 
prays God for rewards, not to seek 
power and position. 

Q: How much are you hopeful about the 
future of the country? 

A: Future of Afghanistan belongs to the 
people that how much effort they make 
for unity and really on each other. 
Unless this morale is not active, the 
hope of a healthy and consistent 
Afghanistan is amiss. 
Aliens would show us green red 
gardens; they would be here to keep our 
country calm and quiet; but Afghans 
will rebuild this country themselves; 
they will serve for rehabilitation of their 
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By reaching Peshawar, went back to 
our ruined house again and were very 
happy being there. But this time 
migration made me as sorrowful as 
forgotten all hardships of the pervious 
refuge. I was always thinking about 
Wraka. Whenever remembered her, I 
would lose my intellect. I would think 
whether her dead body is drowned in 
water or eaten by vultures. 

Where she would be, if being alive. Her 
future was always vexing me; we always 
remembered her; though her fantasm as 
soul was perpetually with me. 

Sometime later went to the city 
seeking for work; and asking someone 
for a job, recalled all events of the 
previous immigration though as 
happened very recently. I remember 
bared the days when Mujahiddeen even 
with bare hands were happily joining 
Jehad without any payment. I recalled 
the time when people of the world were 
coming for their good -omen, but when 
I recalled current unrests, would 
unwillingly groan for; and remembered 
the day when innocent family of Wraka 
bathed with their blood. 

Hence, recalled Wraka again. Her 
loneliness caused me lunacy. I was still 
thinking of her when heard such 
sounds: Kaka... Kaka (Uncle... Uncle)! I 
tumed to the side where the sound 
came from. 

I saw a girl witK dirty and worn- out 
clothes was running toward me. She 
had not reached me but I was 
astonished. I thought I was dreaming. I 
felt great when my imagination was 
going to be true. I recognized her, and 
she with a run put her hands around 
me; and at the same time together with 
weeping, told me: Uncle, that man is 
following me. 
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Warak as yet was not through her 
speaking when that boy also got closer. 
What a boy! By simply looking at him 
one would vomit: shaggy neck- back, 
red jumper and red lusterless face. I 
strongly told him- don't you have 
mother and sisters? First he like a 
movie star put his hands on his lungs 
and then said: gq a way; you don't 
know your mother and sister; if you are 
really a man stop your daughters from 
begging; them said- how do challenge in 
a strange country? I understood he was 
an ignoble. I told him softly- I am 
neither unrestrain, nor ignoble: but the 
act you play shows your savagery. 

This is not moral of a Muslim. He 
angrily said: yes, you are Muslim; how 
good Islam you brought. I told him- 
brother, what do you want? He proudly 
replied: this girl took a way my fifty 
rupees first, return my 50 rupees, and 
then will see. I told Wraka is that right? 
She cried and said: he lies. He was 
giving me money when held my hand 
firmly; took his money back. I was 
perplexed what to do? If I had had the 
money, I would tossed thousand rupees 
at his face. But regretfully, I didn't have 
even ten rupees with me. That why I 
told him brother, don't lie. Every society 
has dirty persons. 

By telling him this, he drew hand 
and held Wraka by her shoulder. Then I 
lost myself. God knows- how I managed 
to- gain this much force in my hand that 
with one stroke colored his face with 
blood. He fell down. But when I was 
going to give another blow, police held 
my hands; and released from jail after 
six months by affording many bails. I 
for many days had been waiting at the 
same place for Wraka but never seen 
her again and as yet, being missing.

Due to the complexity of the 
issue, Switzerland processes the 
creation of an informal open- 
ended reflection group. This group 
would unite those State and other 
participants interested in pursuing 
the discussion on how to engage 
the non- state actors in the 
implementation of the convention. 

The informal open-ended 
reflection group would discuss and 
prepare inputs for the next 
intercessional meetings^ in 
February and June 2004 and for 
the Review- Conference , in 
December 2004. 

The work of this group could be 
supported by seminars and 
workshops (thematic or regional) 
with relevant experts. Papers, 
documents and other material 
subsequent to the work of the 
informal open-ended reflection 
group could be published on 
websites, list- servers and other 
forms of publications. The work of 
the informal open-ended reflection 
group could also include individual 
case studies analyzing areas to 
which the government party to the 
MBT does not have access. 
Particular emphasis could be given 
to the number and frequently of 
mine victims on the whole national 
territory, including those areas

It is essential that mine action is 
a priority in humanitarian and 
development polices and that the 
necessary resources in support of 
the fulfillment of the aims of the 
convention are generated. This is 
an important responsibility of both 
those states parties themselves. 

The sheer magnitude of the 
challenges of clearing mined land 
implies that more effective and 
efiicient methods are needed. In 
this regards, the GICHD is 
committed to continuing to create 
and share knowledge with, and to 
providing instruments and services 
to, the State Parties to the 
convention and the broader mine 
action community. 

I am pleased that during the past 

year, the international work 

program has highlighted the 

undeniable fact that the 

responsibility to provide for the 

care, rehabilitation and 

reintegration of landmine survivors 

rests with each individual affected 

state. More needs to be done 

within these states to listen to - 

and respond to - the views and 

needs of the victims. Certainly 

affected state parties which require 

assistance in fulfilling this 

obligation have a right to request 

assistance. In this regards, I would 

like echo that sentiment expressed 

by the Co- Chairs of the Standing 

committee on Victim Assistance — 
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that affected state parties should 
make full sue of the intercessional 
work program to communicate 
their problems, plans, progress and 
priorities for assistance in meeting 
the needs of their landmine 
survivors.I hesitate almost to call 
for more local ownership ^ and 
capacity building as this claim has 
become a routine formula in 
speeches. But the endeavor 
remains important. The recently 
launched discussion on the 
integration of mine action in major 
development activities is an 
important avenue to pursue. It will 
need changes in thinking and in 
behaviour for many institutions 
involved, including for non- 
governmental organizations. The 
experience of the United Nations 
can be very helpful in this 
regard.Let me finally announce our 
latest publication, the Guide to 
Mine Action. The handbook is a 
reader writh basic information for 
diplomats, field practitioners and 
others working in the Ottawa 
process. Such a book was missing, 
and it should particularly facilitate 
new people to join our common 
efforts.

For humanitarian Demining 

I am glad to be back in Thailand 
today, it is very appropriate to 
have this meeting in one of the 
most affected region of the world, 
where some countries can be proud 
of their impressive achievements, 
while others unfortunately still 
refrain from joining the 
Convention. 

Let me particularly ' thank the 
Royal Thai Government for being 
the host and for making such 
excellent preparations. You are 
admiringly successful in creation 
the environment for a good 
outcome of this Meeting of the 
State Parties. 

It is for the fifth time that we 
are gathering since the memorable 
conference in Ottawa, where the 
convention was opened for 
signature. Even after all those 



years the convention remains a 
historic and unique achievement. 

The ban on antipersonnel mines 
has become more and more an 
international norm even for those 
who have not yet formally 
accepted its provisions. However, 
at the Geneva center has 
supported since its establishment 
over five years ago and as I have 
done in various capacities for over 
a decade, let us continue to 
demand that all States cease to 
use , pitoduce or transfer anti- 
personnel mines. Likewise the use 
of such weapons by ndn- state 
actors cannot be tolerated by the 
international community. Lk^l me 
in this connection commend the 
Geneva call. 

Many speakers have emphasized 
the success of the Convention. 
While we should be proud of our 
efforts, we should not be merely 
retrospective. Too much human 
suffering remains, too much work 
still lies ahead and too many 
problems remain yet unresolved. 
Let me again commend the 
ratification of the convention by 
Gambia, the central Africa 
Republic, and Cyprus, Sao Tomee 
Principe, Lithuania, Timor Leste, 
Guyana and Belarus, which have 
occurred since our last meeting in 
Geneva.
